To explain and amend an Act of the Parliament of Ireland , 
passed in the 38 th year of the reign of His Majesty King 
George the Third, for the better ascertaining the Amount, 
and securing the Payment, of the Bills of Costs of 
Proctors, employed in carrying on and defending Suits, 
and transacting business in the High Court of Admiralty, 
in His Majesty’s Court of Prerogative, in the Court of 
Delegates, and in all Ecclesiastical Courts within Ireland. 



hy an Act passed in the Parliament of Preamble.- 
Ireland, in the Thirty-eighth year of his Majesty King 38 G. a. c. 39. 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the better ascertaining 
“ the amount, and securing the payment, of the Bills of Cost of 
« c Proctors, employed in carrying on and defending suits, and trans- 
“ acting business in the high court of Admiralty, in His Majesty’s 
“ court of Prerogative, in the court of Delegates, and in all 
Ecclesiastical Courts within the kingdom of Ireland ,” it was 
amongst other things provided. That “ from and after the first day 
10 of June one thousand seven hundred and ninety-eight, no Proctor of 
His Majesty’s court of Prerogative, or of His Majesty’s high court 
of Admiralty, court of Delegates, or of any Ecclesiastical Court in 
this kingdom, should commence or maintain any action or suit, at 
law or otherwise, for the recovery of any fees charges or disburse- 
j j ments, which should on or before the first day of June one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-eight, or at any time after the said day, 
be or become due or owing to him, in any proceedings in any of 
the said courts, until the expiration of one month or more, after

such Proctor should have delivered unto the party or parties to be 
eharged therewith, or left f or him her or them at his her or their 
dwelling-house or last place of abode, a bill of such fees charges and 
disbursements, written in a common legible hand, and in the English 
tongue, (except law terms, or names of such proceedings in such 5 
courts as are usually expressed in other languages) and in words at 
length (except times and sums) : And whereas the said provision 
hath been found inconvenient; and it is just and reasonable that the 
law of Ireland should, with respect to the mode of writing such bills 
of costs, be assimilated to the law of England ; 1 o 

35 (£ tt therefore (5nactet>,by The KIN G’s most Excellent Ma jest y, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing j r 
of this Act, it shall and may be lawful to and for every Proctor of 
the aforesaid courts in Ireland , to write his bills of fees charges and 
disbursements, with such abbreviations as are now commonly used, 
in the English language; any thing in any former law to the 20 
contrary notwithstanding. 
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
